Fortunately 
theré arc hundreds of enlighten- 
ed French-Canadians of a very 
different persuasion and temper.

All that Que- 
bec Protestants desire is that 
Quebec Catholics exercise those 
rights to the full and thus put 
an end to the present appalling 
illiteracy. 

- Bishop Cloutier, of Three Riv- 
ers, said there was great need 
for a firm stand on the part of 
the church. ‘I'he great obstacle 
was party politics, which had 
prevented: the union of the 
French-Canadian Catholics for 
their rights. “We host our 
rights in New Brunswick, in 
Manitoba, in Alberta and in 
Keewatin, solely on account of 
our political divisions, und to 
the mistaken idea that religion 
must be kept out of politics. A 


good Catholic in private life 
must be a good Catholic in 
public life, and until our polit- 


iclans realize this, we shall mev- 
er make any progress ip «ssert- 
ing the rights of our faith.” 
The more of religion there is in 
politics the better. But relig- 
lon is one thing and a clas sep- 
aration of one denomination 
quite another. What would we 
think ‘if the leaders of |the Meth- 
ouists or the Presbyterians 
were to adjure their flocks to 
keep the imagined rights of 
ther respective faiths upper- 
most at all times, and to vote, 
not as Conservatives or Lailer- 
als, but as Presbyterians or 
Methodists.—Hamilton Spectat- 
or.

civilized world.

‘To demand a loan 
in lieu of natural resources or 
as a quid pro quo for those re- 
‘sources would be the-height of 
folly.

Demand. always, furnishes in- 
centive for - production and if 
the public will pay a price for 
beef that warrants growing cat- 
tle the, material will be  forth- 
coming. These who are taking 
time by the forelock will profit, 
No more desinable system of ag- 
riculture than cattle growing 
could: be desired, provided _re- 
tums are adeqypate and that 
will be the supreme test. In the 
economy of; the future cattle 
will go to the butcher as large 
yearlings or. short two-year 
olds, a practice that. will permit 
carrying the maximum, qumber 
of cows. | three-year-old 
steer will practically disappear 
as demand for heavy Leef is 
waning rapidly.
